Pipers to Test Bulldogs 


At Coahoma Friday 


There is probably no law in Texas 
more misunderstood than this state s 
laws on pistols. The Texas Extension 
Service has published a pamphlet 
that explains these laws and we are 
passing 
along 
some 
of 
that 
in­ 
formation here for those of you who 
own pistols and might not be aware of 
some of the restrictions. 
In the first place, and with only a 
few exceptions, it is unlawful under 
Article 483 of the Texas Penal Code 
for anyone to carry a pistol on or 
about his person, saddle or in his 
saddlebags or in his portfolio or 
purse. 
The exceptions are: persons in the 
militia, peace officers, gun owners 
bearing arms on their own property 
or while traveling, or to certain 
special policemen or deputy con­ 
stables who earn at least $40 a month 
in such capacity. 
Probably the most misunderstood 
fact is that you can not get a gun 
permit in Texas. I here is just no 
permit law on the books in Iexas. 
Also about equally misunderstood 
is the fact that in Texas there is no 
difference in whether you carry a 
pistol concealed or out in the open. 
Unless authorized by some other 
provision 
of 
the 
law, 
a 
person 
carrying an unconcealed pistol is in 
open violation of the law. 
According to the Extension Ser­ 
vice bulletin, a person can carry a 
pistol to or from a place of purchase 
or repair but the courts have held that 
an unreasonable delay is sufficient to 
sustain a conviction for violation of 
the law. 
The bulletin also points out that it is 
just 
as 
unlawful 
to 
carry 
an 
inoperable pistol or an unloaded one 
as it is to carry one in good operating 
condition. 
Also it is pointed out that having a 
pistol in the glove compartment or 
under the front seat of an automobile 
is considered the same as 
on or 
about”one’s person. 
About the only out for most Texas 
citizens to legally carry a pistol is to 
be considered a “traveler.” But this

Testing Program Listed 


Texas Livestock producers 
will 
be 
faced with 
new 
regulations 
on 
brucellosis 
control following a statewide 
public hearing in Austin Oct I, 
reports County Extension Agent 
Kirby Clayton 
The 
changes are 
being 
proposed by the Texas Animal 
Health 
Commission 
so 
that 
Texas will be able to move 
toward a “certified-brucellosis 
free status and thereby be able 
to comply with the standards of 
other states to which cattle are 
shipped 
Clayton outlines the major 
changes in the brucellosis 
testing program as follows: 
1. Testing of all animals two 
years of age and over at local 
auction m arkets rather than 
just testing those that term inate 
at slaughter 
2. 
M aintaining c a ttle 
in 
groups until they are tested and 
found clean or are quarantined, 
with testing expense to be paid 
by the seller 
3 Herds found to have the 


disease will be tested until they 
have two negative tests, not to 
exceed 120 days apart. 
4 
Retesting must be done 
within 60 days. 
5. Animals may move from 
ranch to ranch owned by the 
same individual within a county 
or sim ilar certified area without 
testing 
6. 
A nim als 
m oving 
and 
changing ownership must be 
tested 
Numerous other con­ 
ditions and procedures are also 
specified 
in 
the 
proposed 
changes, points out Clayton. To 
get all the details on the new 
brucellosis program, he 
en­ 
courages producers to come by 
the county Extension office to 
review a copy of the proposed 
regulations
